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a method of presenting biological information to a cell 
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the cell or the tissue, the method involves providing the 
three-dimensional construct and contacting it with the cell or 
the tissue to present the biological information and thereby 
affecting at least one characteristic of the cell or the tissue. In 
certain embodiments, the diameter, the biological information 
and the density are selected to affect at least one characteristic 
of the cell or the tissue. 
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
